SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT 


To the School directors and citizens of Hartland 


I have the privilege of giving to you my fourth 
annual report of your schools. 

When I sent in my last year’s report, I had no in- 
tention of continuing supervision work this year, but 
I wish to state right here that thus far this year I have 
-enjoyed the work more than ever before, because I 
have not been so overcrowded with work as hereto- 
fore. 

During the year beginning with September, twelve 
schools have been maintained in your town. They are 
as follows, including names of teachers and enroll- 
ment at beginning of Fall Term:

You will notice that one more school has been 
maintained this year over last. There was a general 
feeling in the Grout District that a school should be 
opened there on account of. the number and age of 
some pupils. It certainly seemed like a reasonable 
request and so a school was again started after some 
needed repairs were made to the buildings. 

Some playground equipment has also been added 
by means of a fund belonging to the children. 

This is also true of the North Hartland Schools. 
I wish that all our school grounds. could be fitted out 
with more play apparatus. 

You have had this year in your schools pee train- 
ed teachers, four experienced teachers and four permit 
teachers. I consider that taking these facts into con- 
sideration the schools are very creditable. 

We cannot expect the same service from young 
untrained teachers that is reasonable to expect from 
trained and experienced teacher. However, I have 
reason to commend the work done by them this year. 
It has been conscientious work. 

One of your teachers brings you a rebate of $6.00 
per week, another $4.00 per week five bring a rebate 
of $3.00 per week, one brings $2.00 per week, while the 
permit teachers bring ne rebate. 

The training experience and rebate is what should 
determine salaries, of course, otherwise there is no 
incentive to teachers. to fit themsleves for their work: 

I believe none of your teachers attended Summer 
School this past summer, but some did the previous 
summer. I hope several will be able to do’so the com- 
ing summer. 

We cannot give out constantly wth oUt feeling it 
necessary. to occasionally, at least, replenish our in- 
formation and enthusiasm. No teacher wishes to be 
considered a “‘back number.” 

Five teachers attended the State Teachers’ Con- 
vention at Montpelier in October and came back with 
renewed courage. 

Seven of your teacher have just returned from a 
day spent in visiting Brattleboro Graded and rural 
schools and the following day they attended the 
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Southeastern Vermont Teachers’ Association held at 
Brattleboro. 

The two days were certainly well spent. They 
were filled full with helpful suggestions and I know 
that your schools will benefit by the time spent dur- 
ing these two days. 

Several other teachers have taken a visiting day 
during the year, receiving benefit thereby. 

The schools have had no new books this year ex- 
cept to fill out former sets. We need some new his- 
tories for our fifth and sixth grades, some Vermont 
maps, some new maps of Europe, and some globes. 

In order to do the most efficient work, we need the 
right equipment. 

Hartland pupils are continuing the work begun 
last year.in the Required Reading work. Several cer- 
tificates Were won last year, but we hope for more 
this year. ) 

We are greatly indebted to Mrs. Lansing, Libra- 
rian, at the Three Corners, for her interested co-oper- 
ation in this work. A good number of new books 
have been made available for the use of the pupils in 
continuing this reading. 

We are also indebted to the Hartland Nature Club 
for its interest in offering prizes to the school children 
in connection with their Nature Study work this year. 
They are studying trees in a very thorough and inter- 
esting manner, making collections, etc. 

During the year since our last report the schools 
have had a Town Spelling Contest and the winners 
in this attended the County Contest held at Wood- 
stock during the latter part of May. 

No representative was eligible for the State Con- 
test at Montpelier. 

A school exhibit and closing exercises held at 
Damon Hall in June. Thirteen pupils from Grade 
VIII received diplomas for High School. 

Prizes were awarded for Humane Essays at this 
time. Ella Fallon from the Four Corners won the 
Humane Essay prize for the town. 

Thanking you all for your cordial co-operation 
and the teachers especially for their conscientious

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Superintendent’s Report 


To the School Directors and Citizens of Hartland : 


In compliance with the law lam giving you my fiith 
annual report. 


Only ten schools are being maintained in town, as 
the number of pupils in the Crooker and Fieldsville 
schools did not seem sufficient to warrant keeping those 
schools open when the children could be transported to 
near by schools where they could be in classes with oth- 
er pupils and have the incentive of competition. This 
is as much advantage to pupils as it is in the business 
world. 


The general cry now seems to be “‘lower taxes”, and 
I expect this move will mean somewhat less expense to 
the town, if you are satisfied with the progress of your 
children. 


We invite your criticism, parents, if you have con- 
structive criticism to make. The School Directors and 
Superintendent desire to do the best possible things for 
your schools and are glad to know your wishes.

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This enrollment was taken in September. Some 
changes have occurred since then, but it is approximate- 
ly correct. . 

The percent of attendance for the year was 95.9. 

This is a slight increase over last year. 

Many changes have occurred in our teaching force 
during the year. Only three of our last year’s corps still 
remain with us. 

Everything seems to be going satisfactorily. 

You are certainly fortunate in having such an inter- 
ested and hard-working force of teachers. 

How many of you have visited school this year to see 
how the work is progressing ? : 

I have been much pleased at the interest shown by 
the Directors in visiting school. I trust they will visit 
them all before the close of the year. 

As you have noticed, several needed repairs have been 
made at the North Hartland building. Its inside appear- 
ance is much more attractive, the new Smith heaters are 
a great improvement over the old stoves, and the new 
desks in the Grammar room are much enjoyed by the 
pupils, as they can be made to fit the pupils who use 
them. 

The same is true of the Four Corners school, as new 
desks were installed there. 

A new heater is sadly needed in this schoolroom, and 
many improvements are needed to make the building at 
all suitable for school purposes. 

A new heater, desks, and floor are much needed at 
the Center. The interior walls also need attention, as the 
cracks at present let in a great deal of cold. 

New blackboards have been put in at the Grout build- 
ing. New desks are needed and the lighting should be 
changed. 

The interior of the Jenneville school building looks 
much neater. New seats are needed there also and a new 
floor. 

I hope that in the near future the lighting can be 
changed at the Webster school. 
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If school is to be continued in the Bates District, 
the toilet facilities should be improved and the lighting 
changed. 


I trust that these suggestions will not discourage 
you. I mention them in justice to your pupils; I do not 
expect they will all be done at once, but I do hope they 
may receive your attention as soon as feasible. 

I know from the splendid efforts that have been made 
by the people in practically every district this year to add 
to the equipment of your schoolrooms that you are all 
interested in your schools. 


I earnestly hope a Parent Teacher Association may 
be organized in your town soon. Combined effort does 
more than scattered effort. 

I think you all know what splendid work the Child 
Betterment Club has done for the children of the North 
Hartland and Grout schools. I believe the children in 
these three schools have all had their teeth properly at- 
tended to by a dentist. State libraries have been fur- 
nished each school, and twenty-six dollars has been voted 
to be expended to start a school library. 

Hartland has had about thirty pupils in different High 
Schools this year, which means an expense of approxi- 
mately $1800. Isn’t this money well expended though ? 

Another good sized class graduated from the eighth 
grade last June. We are hearing good reports from 
them. :
